SENSE OF SMELL IN ANTS. 


Throuflh This They Are Able to Reeog 


nlze Friend and Foe. 


The testing of the intelligence of 


ants is a favorite study of naturalists 
and recently there have been published 
accounts of some Interesting experi- 
ments to determine the sent of the rec- 
ognition sense. 


It is well known that ants, not only 


of one species but of one community 
of the same species, are able to recog- 
nize one another, while to members 
of other colonies or species they are 
markedly hostile, tn a recent Investi- 
gation the author rejects the theory 
that there Is a "language sense" In the 
antennae of the ant, saying that these 
organs are employed In feeling; objects 
of all kinds, botn animate and inanl 
mate. 
He believes, however, that the an 


tennae have some sense of smell anc 
accordingly he anointed ants of one 
community with infusions a<s<le fron 
their iriends and foes. When anolntec 
with the former, the hostile ants were 
not attacked as long as the influence 
of the infusion persisted. In further 
corroboratlon of this theory It 
found that when an ant was deprivet 
of Its antennae It would attack both 
friend fand Jos without discrimination

SANDWICH Mboi' BE EATEN. 


London Public House Goes Farther 


Than New York Raines Law. 


A good deal of fun has been made 


trom time to. time over the New York 
Raines law sandwich, designed to com- 
ply with the requirements of the law 
that a meal should be furnished with 
drinks. 
It appears that die Raines 


law sandwich, jocularly regarded at 
home, has been taken seriously abroad, 
for in the east end of London there 
has been opened a public house of a 
novel sort. 


In It it is not possible to purchase 


more than a limited quantity of ale at 
one time and with that a sandwich 
must be taken. Moreover, the pur- 
cnaser of the sandwich and the ale Is 
allowed to remain in the bar only a 
sufficient time for tueir consumption; 
his further orders are refused and he 
may not loiter on the premises. 


In other words, the eating of a sand- 


wich is made compulsory, a condition 
which if attempted in New York would 
certainly lead to serious 
opposltior 


from some of the steadiest patrons ol 
saloons on Sundays. England has re 
cently been vying with Scandinavian 
countries In- its efforts to restrict the 
evils of intemperance, and the compul 
sory sandwich tavern Is a variation 
of the non-alcoholic Inn project, which 
obtained support from many temper- 
ance advocates in pngland 
who be- 


lieved that by the substitution of tea 
or coffee for strong drink many saloon 
patrons might be reclaimed 'from the 
error of their alcoholic ways. 


In Norway.and Sweden the Gothen- 


burg system of making saloons as un- 
attractive as possible and doing away 
with the plan of treating was tried, 
but the prohibitionists declare that 
since Its 
adoption "convictions for 


drunkenness in Gothenburg have in- 
creased from thirty-one in a thousand 
to fltty-four. 


ASK A WORLD LETTER RATE. 


Advocates of Reform Want • Univer- 


sal Two-Cent Postage. 


A movement In favor of a univer- 


sal 2-ccnt postage rate has been re- 
rived in England, with the backing 
of such a powerful organ of public 
opinion as tho London Times. 
Its 


ironioiers have ns one strong argu- 
ment In behalf of their proposal the 
success which 
has 
attended 
the 


British Imperial penny (2-cent) post- 
age. 
Since Its establishment the 


number of British letters to and from 
the colonies has more than doubled. 


The fact that "restricted unions" 


ixlst between the United States and 
Canada and between Germany and 
Austria, by which an American, for 
instance, pays but 2 cents on a let- 
ter to-Canada, only increases the ir- 
ritation of the English public at pay- 
ing 150 per cent more from Dover to 
Calais than from Dover to Fiji. 


Postmaster General Cortelyou Is 


known to be strongly in favor of the 
2-cent rate and, with the support of 
our government, the change ought to 
be effected. No sound argument can 
be offered for maintaining the pres- 
ent, rate on foreign postage for some 
countries and allowing a reduction 
in others'. 
That a lowered rate 


would result in an enormous In- 
crease of postal business is 'unques- 
tionable, and every advance of this 
kind helps to bring the world closer 
together and to add to the sum ol 
human knowledge and human hap- 
piness.

who contends that the posioffice is 
the greatest of all educators. It is 
not. 
improbable that in furtherance 


of this idea domestic letter postage 
In this country will some day be re- 
duced to 1 cent.

Amending Elkhts 


Day in Congress. 


Washington. Feb. 28. — Immediately 


after tbe conclusion of the routine

business of the senate today Mr. Fora- 
ker took the floor to deliver his prom- 
ised speech on the railroad rate ques- 
tion. Tho announcement that he was 
to speak had the effect of filling the 
galleries and there also was a larg« 
attendance 
of senators. 
Notwith- 


standing the senator departed from his 
custom of extemporaneously speaking 
and read from manuscript, he received 
careful attention. 


Mr. Foraker conceded that some 


evils exist in connection with the 
railroads, but urged that all of them 
could be more effectively 
met 
by 


amending the Elkius law than by 
passing the pending bill. 
He an- 


nounced his regret at differing from 
the president/ but said he could not 
see his way clear to pursue any other 
con rse. 


Ho gave a general review of the 


history of the railroad development 
of the country and passed to the 
evils of the system which he said 
are necessarily incident to the up- 
building of so vast an interest. 
His 


attitude towards the pending rail- 
road rate bill was correctly outlined 
in his first paragraph in which he 
said of the bill, 'It Is so contrary 
to the spirit of our institutions nnd 
of such drastic and 
revolutionary 


character thai. If not In its imme- 
diate effect, at least as a precedent, 
tho consequences are likely to be 
most unusual and far-reaching." 


Three Claset of Evit. 


Ho discussed the railroad evils as 


of three classes — excessive rates, re- 
bates and discriminations. 


Ho found little to complain of un- 


der the first heading, but said there 
are some Instances of charges that 
are too high and he thought a 
prompt and effective remedy should 
be nrovided. 


A more serious evil he found In 


rebates, and he traced the present 
extensive railroad consolidations 
to 


tho fact that, the supreme court de- 
cisions apatnst pooling had left the 
roads without protection from the 
rebate system except to resort to 
Homo general understanding. 
Re- 


ferring to the Elklns law he said: 
"There has been no serious attempt 
to enforce this law to prevent dis- 
criminations as to localities, but, a 
glance nt Its provisions will suffice 
to show that It ifl as broad, direct, 
explicit nnd efficient to remedy that 
kind of an evil, wherever It may ex- 
ist, as 1t has been found to bo as to 
personal discriminations. 
That the 


law has not been tested In this ro- 
spect is not due to any fault, of the 
law, but because no one has seen 
flt to Invoke it." 


"The fault/' he added, "i« not 


with tho existing law, but with the 
officials who have not enforced it." 


Announcing his own position, he 


said: 
"T believe in the court plan. 


as 
contradistinguished 
from 
the 


rntemaktng plan, not alone because 
It is much simpler, much more ex- 
peditious, much more efficient and 
without expense to thfl shipper, but 
because In addition to all that, It 
avoids all legal and 
constitutional 


questions, while the ratemaklng plan 
as set forth in this bill encountered 
a number of such questions that are 
of the most serious character and 
some of the™- In my Judgment, 
fatal." 


Rights of Congress. 


Regarding the right of congress to 


make rate he declared "the supreme 
court has never yet passed on that 
question and that there are many 
eminent lawyers who are of the

Idea It of Great Antiquity and Often 


Teited Fully. 


(Cleveland News.) 


Another ono of the surprisingly old 


project* that lias recently cropped out 
again is the proposed tax on bachelors. 
The Idea is gray with age and as far 
as effectlvencsi in the correction of 
evils is concerned Is about as ineffi- 
cient as it is old. Bachelors, as can- 
didates or probationers for marriage, 
have formed .tho subject for legisla- 
tion from tho earliest times. Penalties 
have often been Imposed on male 
celibates in various countries. In pro- 
portion as the Interests of the state 
were regarded as above those of the 
individual 
the enforcement of mar 


riage was the more severe. In ancient 
Sparta it was coonsldered a punish- 
able crime not to marry or to marry 
too late in life. 
In Athens, though 


not severely punished, celibacy was 
discouraged in early times. 


At Rome marriage was fostered by 


positive penalties imposed on unmar- 
ried men and sometimes even on wom- 
en, as well as by discrimination in 
favor of heads of families. In the al- 
lotment of the Campanian lands by 
Julius Caesar portions were given only 
to the fathers of three or four children. 
Under Augustus a law was enacted 
prohibiting unmarried persons below 
the age of 60 in men and 50 In wom- 
en from taking possession of a legacy 
and this was applied even to widows, 
who, in order to secure their part ot 
their deceased husband's estates, were 
forced to marry again within a period 
ow two years. 


There are 
numerous instances in 


Great Britain of taxes being imposed 
upon bachelors and widows, with a 
view of increasing revenue, however, 
rather than for any other object. In 
France, where the question of depopu- 
lation has been of such serious mo 
ment as to threaten the very position 
of the state among the great powers 
of Europe, 
frequent attempts have 


been made to Impose 
taxes 
on 


bachelors, but with little or no suc- 
cess.

England states a case of scarlet fever 
unexpectedly developed not long ago. 
On seeking for Its origin the physi- 
cian found that some old cotton quilts, 
laid away In the garret for years, had 
recently been taken down and aired 
and put to use by tho family. These 
bed coverings, it. was 
remembered, 


had been put away after a siege of this 
disease. This Is only one of many In- 
stances that could ho related to show 
how long the Infectious agent retains 
Its vitality and how common a thing 
It Is for scarlet fevor to be dl«»emlnat- 
ed by bedding 
and 
other objects. 
These quilts should have been burned 
as soon as the first patients had recov- 
ered. 
Tho children of a certain physician 


were one day allowed to unlock an 
antique secretary that had not been 
opened for years. In tt they found 
tresses of hair that had been cut from 
the heads of children who had died 
twenty years before of ncarlet fever. 
In n few days they were both stricken 
with this dread disease. 


The ease with which this disease Is 


disseminated is appalling. It has been 
known to he spread to a neighboring 
house simply from the airing of bed 
clothing in a window. Infected bed 
clothing should never be washed with 
any other. Tho .disease has been 
transmitted in this way. A bouquet 
of flowers thai, was sent from a scarlet 
fever room to a hospital carried the 
disease.

arise of such commanding importance I 
as these now in'idcr consideration it j 
is the duty of every man who has an I 
official responsibility to discharge with !

To the best of my ability I 
have done that. 


"I dislike exceedingly, as every other 


public man does, to be arraigned be- 
fore the country by nntriemlly critics 
as prompted by unworthy motives in 
the attitude assumed, and to suffer in 
consequence in tho esteem of the peo-! 
pie. It Is far pleasanter to go with !| 
the tide of public sentiment and enjoy 


leved that a remark m.ido in readi- 
ng the conclusion In that case leaves 
.he question open. He conceded that 
:ho different states have the power 
of rate-fixing. "But." h« said, "tho 
cases are wholly different." 


"Manifestly It is utterly Impossl- 


>Ie for congress by statute to fix all 
he rates for interstate commerce, 
t must resort to somo plan under 
which It can avail isclf nf the help 
of somo kind of board, commission, 
tribunal or ngcncy. 
But when It 


mdertakes to do this It must take 
leed lest it undertake io do it. in 
such a waj- as to delegate legislative 
authority nnd thus make Its effort 
inconstltutional and unavailing, for 
t will be conceded that It is uncon- 
stitutional for congress to delegate 
legislative power." 


Ho pointed out tho departure in 


empowering 
the 
interstate com- 


merce commission to decide what 
ihall bo reasonable rnt.es. saying: 
"It is in contravention of our con- 
stitution to confer judicial powers 
upon the legislative department or 
to confer legislative powers upon the 
Judicial department or to 
confer 
either of those powers upon the ex- 
ecutive department." 


Mr. Forfckor said that If the bill is 


to become a law It should contain a 
court review provision. On that point

Would Amend Elkins Law. 


He then declared that llttV or no 


legislation is needed 
and 
that the 


Elkins law slightly amended is suffi- 
cient If enforced. He pointed out that 
the Hepburn hill does not deal with re- 
bates or prevent carriers from engag- 
ing in other kinds of business and 
that it does not enforce uniform classi- 
fication nor deal with discrimination 
as to localities. The senator stated 
the bill had passer! the house without 
amendment, because, as the newspa- 
pers announced, "the order had gone 
forth" that, while there might be de- 
bate, no amendment—no matter how 
necessary it might appear—should be1 
allowed. -The bill came to the senate, 
and, so far as the committee is con- 
cerned, there has been a repetition of 
that experience, he said. 
• "To even suggest," ho added, "that 
the bill is filled with unconstitutional 
provisions or that it. will prove im- 
practicable in opcralion is heralded as 
a species of treason and disloyalty to 
whom or to what, nobody knoi*. The 
whole proceeding is without a prece- 
dent in my experience and probably 
in the history of the nation. If we are 
to abdicate our functions and permit 
such an imperfect,, ill-advised and ill- 
considered hill to become a law, dis- 
credit will attach' and disappointment. 
will follow, not. only to 'those who de- 
sire such 
legislation' as the house 


committee suggested, but to all tho 
people." 


Differing With President. 


Mr. Koraker concluded: 
"It Is not. elt'V'r easy or ag\t;eable 


to differ with the president. He is 
the' head for the time being, not only 
of the nation but. also of the political 
party of which I am proud to be n. 
member. I believe that the welfare 
of the nation Is most beneficially af- 
fected and promoted by the supremacy 
of the republican policies, and on this 
account think every man 
who be- 


lieves in the policies of that party 
should do nil In his power to secure 
harmony of purpose nnd unity of ac- 
tion among Its members with respect 
to national affairs.
